Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stone  resigned  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion as  home  economics  teacher  at  Stratford  High 
School.  Mrs.  Winifred  Hart,  a  former  teacher  at 
the  Stark  Village  School,  was  secured  to  fill  the 
position.
